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1. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter that the applicant regards as his invention. 



2. Claim 15 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. Applicant claims an "owner" and a "creation date". The 
examiner fails to see how the current written description of the invention remotely 
suggest an "owner" or a "creation date" of a constellation. The Stars have been in 
existence for millions of years and are not "own-able". 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-5,8,9,10,12,14,16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by well-known prior art. Official Notice is taken that the stellar constellation 
Orion has at least 8 stars visible to the naked human eye and is documented and on 
star charts. As the specifics of the registry is not positively defined in the claims, 
"registry" is interpreted to be a listing. 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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4. Claims 6-7,1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
well known prior art as seen above, in view of applicant's admitted prior art. The well- 
known prior art is described above. The well-known prior art as seen above does not 
implicitly suggest the transparent or semi-transparent medium as claimed. Applicant 
admits on page 2 lines 1 6+ of the current specification that others have used semi- 
transparent medium to "illuminate" (examiner's words) an image in a starlit sky. It would 
have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to 
use the semi-transparent medium as admitted to by Applicant. This would enable the 
user of the medium to easily locate stellar bodies. The well-known prior art as seen 
above does not implicitly suggest depositing the "registry" in the Library of Congress. 
However, it would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art at the time 
of the invention to deposit a registry in the Library of Congress. This would allow for the 
registry to be catalogued for future reference by the general public. 

5. Claim 13 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over well 
known prior art as seen above, in view of Lee 5,704,653. Well-known prior art suggest 
that which is seen above. The well-known prior art relied upon above does not implicitly 
suggest the use of software to help with mapping and registering stellar bodies. Lee 
discloses using software in the listing of stellar bodies. It would have been obvious to a 
person of ordinary skill in the art to use software in the mapping and registering of 
stellar bodies. This would allow for rapid location of a great many stars or other stellar 
bodies with the use of PCs.
